School Board Votes Favoring 
Sterilization Mentally Unfit 


While Not Accepting U. F. A. Motion in Full, Principal is 
Favored—Committee Named to See Government 


Edmonton Public Schoo] Board went on record Thureday night as 
favoring the principal of sterilization of the jasane, following a request 


that they endorse a resolution pamsed by the U. F. W. A. last week 
asking that the government arrange for treatment at the mental 
hospitale 


Objection was taken by some of the board that they should not 
pase an opiaion of the matter, some not agreeing with the methods of 
procedure outlined in the U. F. W. A. resolution. They refused to 
endorse the resolution as it stood, but favored the principle. The vote 
was unanimous 

A committee comprised of Trustees Dr. Frank Crang. and Mrs. 
E. T. Bishop. and Dr. D. J. Dunn, medical inspector of city schools, was 
appointed to wait upon the provincial minister of health 

“There is a certain amount of it (mental deranxement or insanity) 
in the school system,” the trustees declared, “and there should be some 
drastic method to cut it down to e minimum.” 

The schoo! board is believed to be the first body appointed by the 
sonpeyer \ which has gone on record for sterilization.

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GAINING AN IDEAL FIGURE 

Scientists tell us that physically 
mankind is retrogressing not ad 
vancing. It ts eazy to) believe) thet 
this opinion ts correct when one no- 
tlees the poor posture or ungainly 
figures of many of the prople one 
sees on the street. Some are far too 
stout, others are pathologically thin, 
while most of the remainder have 
round shoulders, curved spine, filet 
feet or double chins. Yet there is a 
steadily growing interest in physical 
fitness. which I believe will turn
